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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: While Applicant has clarified a great deal of the 
issues raised in the Examiner's "Remarks" in the last office action, the Final Rejection mailed 10/12/2007, the limitation "that each joint 
element is pivotable between two extreme positions in relation to each joint element that it is connected to" simply is not true because "joint 
element 10" does not pivot at all. Because of this discrepency. Claim 11 would be rejected under 112/2""' paragraph. The only two joints 
that do pivot are "joint elements 20, 30". However, "joint element 20" does pivot relative to "joint element 1 0". The "joint element 1 0" 
remains stationary or fixed at all times because of its attachment to "the fixed support 200". The original claim language "at least two joint 
elements" was more accurate than the "each joint" language. Claim 19 has been amended to depend from a canceled claim. Amended 
Claim 19 now depends from Claim 17 which was canceled in the After-Final Amendment. Claim 19 should now depend from either Claim 
1 1 or Claim 18? Finally, Piretti (U.S. Patent No. 4,909,472) still reads 102(b) on Claims 1 1-18 and 20-23. 
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
